July 1 Information indicated this 
year's crop will exceed last year's 
by only (our per cent, with produc- 
tion "considerably below lost year 
in the intermediate Blate.i." 

The largest increase In late states 
was forecast for Maine, where the 
.July 1 e-stimato wos 11 million bu- 
shels—nearly ono-fourth larger than 
last year. "Less extensive .but still 
important increases are indicated 
for Long Island, Idaho and Colo- 
rado." the report added.

It is a shirking of duty that les- 
sens the tprltual strength of the 
mother, lets the children feel that 
there Is no strength on which they 
can depend, sends them out to find 
their blundering way Into trouble. 

Some mothers seem to think that 

le only, way to control children is 
by force. They make no greater mis- 
take than that. Discipline does not 
mean punishment so much as it 
means control, and self-control Is 
tHe aim of all good discipline. When 
force is used constantly It soon tails 
of Its first purpose. It always falls of 
what should t>e its main purpose, 
self-control established In the chil- 
dren. 

ControlUng. guiding imall chil- 
dren. e6p«claUy when there we lour 
ve of them In the family. Is a 
matter of great difficulty, requiring 
tact, wisdom, knowledge beyond 
human power to acquire and apply 
In proportion to the need tor them. 
One can only make the effort and 
trust for time and experience for 

the rest. ^_

That sort of thing puts father In 
the wrong light, weakens mother In 
the eyes of the children, and creates 
disunity and discord In the family.
